No Long Face To 
Believe God's Word 

iFrom the “War Cry” by H. F. 
Milans, one time editor of the 
New York Tribune. 


I have a fine Christian friend 
in New York City—a physician. 
During som e forty years of prac¬ 
tice be has seen much of life at 
its beginning and more at its 
earthly ending. One day I asked 
him what he thought it iwas that 
made people cling to life when 
death would be a blessed relief 
from affliction that the science 
of medicine cannot possibly cure. 

"Well,” said my doctor friend, 
“people bold to the hope that we 
will eventually get them back on 
their feet again somehow, even by 
a miracle. At any rate, death (will 
be staved off. They lack faith in 
God's promises and fear the un¬ 
fathomable mystery of the here¬ 
after. If and when they do recover 
God’s love is soon forgotten and 
eternal punishment once move be¬ 


comes only a bugaboo with which 
to frighten bad liitle boys. But 
that ghost is one that won’t (be 
laid. It will be back.” 

The wrath of God is not one of 
the popular subjects these days: 
so the pulpits skip it. The opiate 
of His great love for us is magni¬ 
fied, and His {warnings of eter¬ 
nal punishment minimized. Sure¬ 
ly, He can’t be so cruel as to cast 
us into hell! Religious publica¬ 
tions are as silent as the preach¬ 
er. They stress God’s love, but sel¬ 
dom His wrath; they proclaim 
His mercy, but not His judg¬ 
ment. We are left to forget about 
it—if we can. 

My doctor friend told me of a 
patient who had been brought 
down to death’s door by his sin¬ 
ning. He was rich, and pleaded 
that the best physicians be 
brought in as consultants. In an 
agony of fear, she man who had 
scoffed at God and eternity now 
cried: “You’ve got to save me, 
Doctor! You mustn’t let me die! 
Suppose the stories about hell are 
true! Oh, Doctor, you’ve got to 


save me!” 

And the docior ceased being a 
physician and became a soul-win¬ 
ner. He put aside the medicine 
for prayer, and the sickbed of his 
panic-stricken patient became an 
altar where a lost soul found 
quiet from fear. His long face 
left. Sin had injured the patient’s 
body beyond repair, but Jesus 
cleansed the soul for him and 
made him whole. Peace came with 
the precious thougt. “(My mis¬ 
takes His free grace has covered; 
my sins He has washed away; 
and the feet that slipped and fal¬ 
tered shall walk through The 
Gates of Day.” 

We can’t settle this matter of 
hell by dodging it. The lake of fire 
is not to be quenched by flooding 
it with ridicule. The horrifying 
fear of it /will return with increas¬ 
ing fury at the first indication 
that death’s messenger is come. 
And this fear is fully justified. 

A newspaper chum of mine 
used to curse me as a fool for 
thinking of God and life after 
death. He used to exclaim: “It 


just isn’t common sense.” One 
day, while crossing the railroad 
tracks at Princeton N.J., a train 
hit him. The rear-end brakeman 
told us reporters that he reached 
our friend’s broken body just as 
he was moaning, “0 God, I’ll go to 
hell!. 

Maybe he did. He never regain¬ 
ed consciousness. Any of us can 
die just that suddenly any hour. 

God never says one thing and 
means another. When He warns 
us of hell there is one. He calls it 
a lake of fire that shall never 
be quenched, which is also well 
for us to accept as being true. 

A Canadian correspondent tells 
me that a short time after her 
conversion several years ago, she 
heard an old-time Methodist min¬ 
ister explain wha: the Bible had 
to say about hell. Like so many 
of us, she had thought only of 
Heaven’s eternal re/ward, not of 
h e 11 ’s never-ending torment. 
When she realized what it really 
meant she was seized with a ter¬ 
rifying dread, not for her own 
safety, for she had been reborn 


in Chris; Jesus, but for her un¬ 
converted loved ones and friends. 
W hat if any one of them should 
<iie unsaved! For a time, she said, 
this thought that they might reap 
God’s e.emal wrath drove her al¬ 
most crazy with fear. She knew 
no peace until they also had been 
brought to Christ. This reaction 
and its impelling spiritual energy, 
I venture, is quite new to most of 
us, isn’t it? 

I wonder if it would not be wise, 
in these days of complacent in¬ 
difference to the consequences of 
sin, for us to revise our preach¬ 
ing programs some, and, occa¬ 
sionally at any rate, emphasize 
the truth that while God is love 
and faithful to His unchanging 
laws. And that there is a hell and 
punishment, as He warns us. At 
least this would be consistent 
with the pledge to expound God’s 
Word. 

Oh it is such a comfortable 
feeling that no matter what hap¬ 
pens, or where, it is well with 
one’s soul! “Perfect love casteih 
out all fear. (Bible).

The Royal Air Force 

A. NOTABLE EVENT of the past few weeks was the recent celebration 
of the 25th anniversary of the founding of the Royal Air Force. On April 
1, 1918, the Royal Flying Corps and the Royal Naval Air Service were 
amalgamated into the R.A.F. This was just seven months before the end 
of. the First World War, and it was a critical period in the last German 
drive in France. This new air force played an important part in turning 
back the Germans and at the close of the war it was recognized as the 
greatest air force in the world. As it observed its 25th anniversary it again 
occupied this position. The great German war machine met its first defeat 
at the hands of the R.A.F., in the Battle of Britain, and since then the 
Germans have learned many times that in planning their strategy, they 
sadly underestimated the strength of this once-despised air force. In 1918 
the R.A.F. had 13,500 ’planes, 24,000 officers and 188,000 men of other 
ranks. Figures on its present strength aire not made public, but it is known 
that vast expansion has taken place both in the number of machines and 
in personnel. ***** 

Thousands of Canadians, Australians, New Zealanders 
R.A.F. Is True and men from other parts of the Commonwealth 
- . - have joined the R.A.F., and it is rightly called "an 

tmpir6 rOTCe instrument of all the Empire.” Among the Cana¬ 
dians who were with the Royal Air Force when it was first established 
were the two famous aces, “Billy” Bishop and "Billy” Barker, and they, 
with many others from this Dominion fought with the R.A.F. until the 
end of the First Great War. Today, in addition to the large number of 
Canadians who belong to the R.A.F., there are several Royal Canadian Air 
Force squadrons attached to it. Canada’s satisfaction in the achievements 
of the R.A.F. was expressed in the message sent by Air Marshal L. S. 
Breadner, C.B., D.F.C., Chief of Air Staff, R.C.A.F., which said in part: "We 
of the Royal Canadian Air Force share our pride in this occasion not only 
because we serve with you and alongside you, but because on this day the 
Royal Canadian Air Force embarks upon its 20th year as a permanent arm 
of His Majesty’s service in Canada. With my expression of admiration for 
your accomplishments, there goes also an expression of our confidence that 
success will continue to attend the enterprises of our Air Forces until the 
victory is won.” ***** 

The brilliant record of the R.A.F. in the present 
Bombers Carry war is well known. Beginning with the Battle of 

u - , Britain, and continuing to the present gigantic air 

Heavy Loads offensive over occupied Europe, the Royal Air 
Force has contributed greatly to the success of the Allied cause, and in it 
lies much of our hope for ultimate victory. In 1942 over 50,000 fighter 
sorties were made by the R.A.F. from Britain alone, and in the past two 
years its bombers have sunk over 1,250,000 tons of enemy shipping and 
destroyed around 2,000 factories and industrial works in Germany. Bomb¬ 
ing operations have steadily increased in tempo, and in the month of Feb¬ 
ruary over 10,000 tons of bombs were dropped by the R.A.F. In the Allied 
offensive in North Africa, the protection given by the R.A.F. to the ships 
carrying men and supplies was so effective that not one ship was lost in 
the entire operations. Much tribute has been paid to the gallant men who 
make up this force. On its 25th anniversary, members of the R.A.F. took 
over the guard at Buckingham Palace for the first time in history. On 
this occasion, His Majesty the King said of them, "theirs is the spirit that 
attains the stars, however hard the way may be.”

"This is why it is so vitally neces¬ 
sary that this lean and subsequent 
loans must, to a greater extent than 
formerly, gather up this excess spend¬ 
ing power and divert it to the war 
program," he said. 

“That is why every effort is being 
made to avoid, as far as possible, 
financing the war needs through the 
sale of securities to the banks: for, 
beyond certain limits, this is infla¬ 
tionary finance."

Burdens of War Should be 
Shared by All 

The news bulleitin sent out by 
vincial government states, “A 
surprising disallowance of Alber¬ 
ta’s Lands Sales Prohibition Act 
by ithe Dominion was reported. 
The act, which was amended at 
the recent session, was intended 
to prevent enemy aliens from ac¬ 
quiring land in large quantities 
while Canadians are fighting 
overseas to preserve their land. 
Disallowance came on the ques¬ 
tion of dealing with enemy aliens, 
which is deemed to be a Domin¬ 
ion responsibility.” 

The acquisition of large tracts 
of land in Alberta has been the 
subject of acrimonious criticism, 
particularly by men serving in the 
armed forces and their relatives. 

The provincial legislation, as 
appplied to this section, would 
prevent the Hutterites from pur¬ 
casing any more land for the dur¬ 
ation. About tjwo years ago the 
Canadian Legion brought argu¬ 
ments to hear which resulted in 
action being taken, and it is this 
which has recently been disallow¬ 
ed by the Federal government, 
greatly to the surprise of people 
in Alberta. 

The criticism of the Hutterites 
or other sects which were granted 
immunity from military service is 
based on the fact that they are 
escaping duties which all others 
have to bear. In plain words, they 
stay at hom e and pursue their 
peaceful avocation /while the 
young men of all other families 
go forth to war. 

The Hutterites are a thrifty 
people; that is well known. They 
are pleasant ito meet and confine 
their activities to the tilling of 
the soil. They are almost self-con¬ 
tained and do not assimilate into 
Canadian life as do emigrants 
from Europe. They are entirely 
an agricultural people as far as 
experience has proved in southern 
Alberta, and do not enter into the 
building up of urban centres. No 
criticism is to be levelled at them; 
farming is their way of life. 

But there are many other aven¬ 
ues whereby these exempted 
people can help to at least pull 
their weight. Appeals for Red 
Cross and Victory Loan cam¬ 
paigns provide them that oppor¬ 
tunity, yet records of local cam¬ 
paign committees show only very 
meagre support to these appeals, 
not at all in proportion to the 
support given by ithe rest of the 
population. It is not for want of 
requests being made, and only one 
interpretation can be placed on 
the figures shown in the records, 
and that is a lack of willingness 
to give. 

The young men of these sects, 
if called for service, are given 
what really are peace-time jobs; 
but which may help in the war 
effort. But of sacrifice as known 
and epdured Iby all people of the 
Empire, they are not called on to 
endure. Since 1918 when the first 
Hutterite Colony |was established 
in this district, there have been 
ithree more developed besides sev¬ 
eral more in other parts of the 
province. It shows that the land 
of their Choice has enabled them 
to prosper while enjoying the 
same rights and privileges as the 
rest of the people. If, by a short¬ 
sighted provision of 'the Federal 
government, made years ago that 
they would not be called on for 
military service, as some compen¬ 
sation for their preferred treat¬ 
ment they should be among the 
first and the most willing to come 
forward and support the appeals 
which are made for the Red Cross 
and Victory Loan campaigns. 

A spokesman for the Hutterites 
told a delagation which called on 
him that they did not believe in 
iwar, and would not contribute any 
funds for strictly war purposes, 
owed by the Canadian people, 
If this line of reasoning were fol- 
and Great Britain left Canada to 
its fate, would the Hutterites or 
any other sect escape their share 
of responsibility under the Ger¬ 
man heel, or would they turn 
right in and welcome the con¬ 
querors ? It is time that the Fed¬ 
eral government took stock of the 
increasing dissatisfaction Which 
is evident in the minds of the 
people in irelation to military ex¬ 
emption and the granting of spec¬ 
ial privileges. It is not urged that 
the agreement made when the 
Hutterites came to Canada, 
should be broken. But it should 
he amended so that the clause ex¬ 
empting them from military ser¬ 
vice should no longer apply. 

All who share in the rights and 
liberty of citizens should bear an 
equal share of the burden in the 
crisis which Canada in common 
with all other Democracies, faces.

Too Many Political 
Groups 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
gave a Iwarning that our Cana¬ 
dian Parliament might be weak¬ 
ened by the introduction of too 
many political groups striving 
for power. The fall of France 
demonstrated the danger, for 
there was little if any cohesion in 
ll'he government there, with the 
result that no leader or party 
could inspire confidence or lead¬ 
ership when the Germans invaded 
their country. 

We have noticed in the past 
few weeks the time wasting' de¬ 
bates in the House of Commons, 
and those who talked the most 
had little of real value to add. 
Democracy boasts of its freedom 
and equality, yet it has its weak¬ 
nesses. These are preferred to a 
totalitarian form of government. 
Yet in wartime particularly it is 
noticed that some members are 
more keen to place party first and 
thereby use up time which should 
be devoted to mor« vital use, than 
they are to contribute their 
propaganda towards winning the 
war. 

Some advocate government own¬ 
ership of everything; others 
claim that purchasing power can 
be created by printing money 
tickets. Government operation of 
anything is far less efficient than 
private ownership. Under private 
ownership results have to be 
achieved, for inefficient and 
wasteful operation would result in 
bankruptcy. Some of the dis¬ 
closures made in parliament clear¬ 
ly prove the wastefulness of gov¬ 
ernment operations. People are 
observing these things very close¬ 
ly, and as they are being asked to 
subscribe large sums towards 
winning the /war, they are also 
demanding that waste Should be 
eliminated. 

Only a very few people read 
Hansard, the official record of 
proceedings in the House of Com¬ 
mons, yet it reveals the extent to 
which time is absolutely wasted, 
putting the country to needless 
expense. Too many groups deter¬ 
mined to get their own brand of 
politics before the House, is a 
dangerous condition during war¬ 
time. The /work of the government 
is often obstructed and emibarass- 
ed, and to cabinet ministers who 
have to get things done, many of 
the debates must he a terrible 
'headache. It is on record that 
usually the members who talk the 
least in the house render far more 
service to their constituents and 
Ho the country at large than those 
who tak e every opportunity to get 
the ear of the house and take 
forty minutes of time once they 
get on to their feet.

Council Will Invest $1,000 In 
Victory Bonds: To Aid Publicity 
Committee At Blackout on Sunday 


Tractor Busy At Flood Control 
Work; Council Moves to Make 
Removal of Ashes by All Citizens 
Compulsory; Cemeteries to be 
Inspected. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening; pres¬ 
ent Mayor Antrobus, Councillors 
Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, Ford, Jen¬ 
kins and Ramsay. 

J. M. Rushton was present and 
asked council to take measures to 
prevent the run-off water from a 
near-by hill from draining through 
his yard on east main street. The 
Works and Property committee was 
authorized to inspect the drainage 
system in that area and make nec¬ 
essary changes. 

A letter was received from Lieut. 
Marks, of the Salvation Army, ask¬ 
ing council’s permission to demol¬ 
ish an old ice-house on the lot ad¬ 
joining the new Army building and 
to use the lumber for firewood. Per¬ 
mission was granted, as the “ice¬ 
house” is at present an eyesore on 
main street. 

Mrs. Riulina Denotaris was re¬ 
commended to receive the Old Age 
pension. 

Assessor Charles May was en¬ 
gaged to visit Coleman next April 
and make further assessment where 
needed. 0 

Charles Makin was present to 
give council facts and figures per¬ 
taining to collection of ashes. He 
stated 1942 income was $1,605, and 
expenses and wages to hired help 
amounted to $853. Since he had 
failed to allow for truck deprecia¬ 
tion, council estimated that $200 
was a fair figure, leaving a balance 
of $552 for Mr. Makin. Mr. Makin 
declared 80 homes were not allow¬ 
ing their ashes to be hauled away, 
the householders just dumping the 
ashes on the streets and back al¬ 
leys. He worked an average of 314 
days per Week collecting ashes. 
Some councillors got busy with 
pencil and paper and came up with 
the figures that if all householders 
paid for removal of ashes at 30c 
per month, Mr. Makin would stand 
to make $156 per month, with mis¬ 
cellaneous expenses included in that 
amount. If the fee was risen to 35c 
per month the amount would be 
$182, less expenses. 

It was reported that the major¬ 
ity of persons refusing to have 
ashes removed resided in West 
Coleman, there being almost a 
whole side on one street not hav¬ 
ing a pound of ashes hauled away. 

A notice of motion was recorded 
that amendments to the existing 
Garbage by-law would be made at 
the next meeting, making it com¬ 
pulsory within the incorporated ar¬ 
ea of the town of Coleman to have 
ashes removed by the ashman ap¬ 
pointed by the council. Failure to 
have ashes removed will result in 
prosecution. 

The account submitted by Elec¬ 
trician Murphy, of Cowley, for in¬ 
stalling the new street lighting 
system, was authorized paid. 

Councillor Aboussafy, who is also 
chairman of the local National War 
Finance Publicity Committee, gave 
a detailed report of the Blackout 
program to be staged in Coleman 
on the evening of Easter Sunday 
at 9.45. He asked and received the 
services of Fire Chief Antle and 
members and equipment of the lo¬ 
cal fire department. 

The services of Mayor Antrobus, 
Councillors Dutil, Ramsay and Ford 
were secured to help ground crews, 
and should Councillors Cox and 
Jenkins be in town they, too, will 
give their services. 

As a result of the letter sent 
Mr. A. E. Ferguson re the local 
cemeteries, a discussion arose on 
the unsightliness of the cemeteries. 
One councillor stated that they 
were an eyesore and a discredit to 
the town in their present condition. 
In this all councillors were in full 
accord. Suggestions made by Mr. 
Ferguson were presented by Coun¬ 
cillor Dutil and they probably will 
be acted upon. As a result of the 
discussion, several councillors will 
inspect the cemeteries this week 
and work will start on minor im¬ 
provements, such as digging out 
big boulders, which jut out of the 
ground and are capable of causing 
damage to cars. However, the coun¬ 
cillors were authorized to give ser¬ 
ious study to major improvements 
at both cemeteries and report back 
at the next regular meeting. 

It is some time since an official 
inspection was made by a local 
health officer into sanitary condi¬ 
tions at local restaurants, and it 
was agreed that the M.H.O. be ask¬ 
ed to make such an inspection with¬ 
in the next few days. The M.H.O. 
will also be asked to give council 
a monthly report on health condi¬ 
tions generally throughout the 
town. Constable Antle reported 
three cases of scarlet fever. 

Two samples of drinking water 
were sent last week for analysis 
at Edmonton, but no report had 
been received at the time of the 
regular meeting. 

Approval was given the installa¬ 
tion of street lights nearby 4fce 
J. J. McIntyre residence and the 
A. McCulloch residence. 

Works and Property chairman 
W. Dutil reported that a tractor 
had Started at the creek in West 
Coleman on Monday morning, to 
change the course of the creek as 
it approached the culvert so that it 
would have a straight run into the 
culvert instead of hitting it at right 
angles as at the present time. The 
creek would also be cleaned where 
necessary. The water, he reported, 
was gradually rising. 

To aid the tractor, permission 
had been secured from the Mc- 


Gillivray Creek Coal & Coke Com¬ 
pany to allow some of the water 
to flow through the mine culvert 
at the west end of West Coleman. 
Care was being taken by town em¬ 
ployees that no damage to company 
property resulted from the water 
running through the mine culvert. 

He reported that signs had been 
posted on the Fifth street dump, 
regarding refuse. He asked coun¬ 
cil’s permission to have the tractor 
go to Fifth street and fill in the 
remaining hole in the old dump 
with gravel and then level out the 
Fifth street road, as it was in much 
need of improvement. Permission 
was granted. 

The tractor was also authorized 
to be used in covering over many 
cans and other debris at the sports’ 

field. 

Debate took place regarding the 
amount of money to invest in the 
Fourth Victory Loan. It was re¬ 
vealed that $1,000 was held in the 
.savings account and it was agreed 
to invest this amount in a bond. 
Notice of motion to invest the 
money will be brought in at the 


next meeting and secretary was 
authorized to secure the permission 
of the Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs to invest the money. 

Meeting adjourned at 11 p.m.
